It was a long bad night for the three point leaders in the monthly TTs at 
Ascot last Saturday night. One made it to the Main Event, another fell in the 
heat race on the first turn and missed the final, and the last was eliminated 


in the semi. 

Expert leader Eddie Mulder was 
leading his heat race but when the 
flag came out he was running in 
fourth place. Into the semi went the 
champ and out of the main event 
with another fourth place finish. 


FREMONT ACTION 


With two similar events going on 
at the same time within a 100-mile 
radius, Fremont Raceways still packed 
in 218 riders and 844 spectators last 
Sunday as the local Fames M.C. hosted 
sportsman scramblers at the bowl- 
shaped track just off the Nimitz Free- 
way. 

“Holy horsepower," Boy Wonder 
might have remarked, to see the way 
these Central California hotshoes flew 
around the tight, slithery course in 
pursuit of their well-deserved glory. 

Mike Lienden started things rolling 
for a Honda parade in the tiny-bike 
classes with his 60cc Novice main 
event win. And Louis Voss was not to 
be denied as he fought fiercely to the 
lead in the 90cc class. 

With the 200cc bikes on the line, 
excitement began buildingto acrescendo

Amateur point leader Jim Berry, off 
to a bad start in the heat race, was 
knocked down in turn two, lap one when 
another rider fell in front of him. This 
cancelled out any chances of going to 
the semi or the final. 

Novice leader John Sprague fared 
somewhat better. He made the final, 
after losing his first heat race of the 
season, and then came back to run a 
distant second to Gene Cannady, who 
won for the second straight time. 

The Expert final was a chase for 
eventual winner Gene Romero and hopes 
for a win by early leader Jack Simmons. 
Romero, the hottest rider going in Dis- 
trict 37, caught and passed the veteran 
jumper at the end lap 8. Gene then put 
ample distance between himself and 
Simmons to become the first Expert 
this year to win twice.

From the starting line to the smoke 
bomb, it was wild, flat fourth gear tere 
rain and the first one to reach it was 
Bob King on a Triumph, followed by 
Larry Bergquist and Bob McLaughlin. 
The trail then jumped into a rocky, 
narrow, uphill sandwash, causing a 
traffic jam which put the L.A. freeways 
to shame. Standing on a high bank look- 
ing down on the scene, all you could 
see was a sea of helmets trying to get 
through a passage wide enough for one 
tider, that had three machines stalled 
in it already. Once this obstacle was 
overcome, the same condition was en- 
countered about 50 yards farther up the 


sandwash, and by some miracle, the 
wash was cleared.

We are writing you regarding the 
report inCycle News of the “road races” 
held by the L.A. Chapter of A.F.M. at 
Whiteman Air Park in Pacoima. 

In the 50cc—100ce race, a combined 
event, the first finisher OVERALL was 
Don Anselm on a Power Research Ya- 
maha 100. Second OVERALL was Barry 
Herrmann on a Power Research Yamaha 
80. Haruo Koshino, on the factory Su- 
zuki 50 DID win the Class I 50cc class 
but was third OVERALL and did not 
exactly “lead the way home” to every- 
body in the race as was indicated by 
your correspondent’s report. 

Secondly: Herrimann, who moved up 
to the 125cc class with his 80cc ma- 
chine, came in THIRD OVERALL in the 
combined 125cc—175cc race. He beat 
ALL 175cc machines, and was only 
beaten by Koshino on his factory ma- 
chine and McLaughlin on his DOHC 
Honda, yet apparently does not even 
deserve being listed on your results 


page. i 
Also, while Steve Pederson should 
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get well-deserved credit for pushing 
his 175cc across for a win, readers may 
be interested in knowing that had the 
other 175s not been lapped by Koshino 
they could have gone the extra lap too 
and the results would have been some- 
what different. 

As for the desert sidehack stealing 
the show from the “more sophisticated 
models"—certainly Reg Pridmore and 
Ernie Caesar put on the show in the 
sidecar class! They gave an excellent 
demonstration of the PROPER way a 
sidecar outfit should be operated. I am 
sure that the flagman who had to leap 
for his safety from the path of an off- 
the-track desert rig agrees. 

Let's hope that at futur& road races 
more accurate and interesting reports 
will be forthcoming.

Mr. Suzuki of Suzuki Motor Co. in 
Japan announced huge production of 
both two and four wheels at the confer 
ence on May 19th. According to the 


announcement, Suzuki has planned to 
produce 50,000 motorcycles and 7,000 
automobiles per month, but to do this 
they have to expand their facilities. 
The demand for 250cc X-6 Hustler ma- 
chines from America is, especially, be- 
yond expectations. By August they have 
to make at least 8,000 units per month. 
During May they shipped 4,500 250cc 
bikes to the U.S. but the order is far 
more than that. In August, when the 
season reaches its peak, the demand 
will be 8,000 or more. Suzuki is trying 
really hard to answer their demands and 
should be producing 10,000 per month 
soon. 

Fuji Heavy Industry Co., the maker 
of Rabbit Scooters, will put 90cc scooter 
on sale from July. The model will be 
S-221. 


West Germany Grand Prix 


The second World Grand Prix was 
held at Hockenheim Circuit in West 
Germany on May 22nd. Honda won the 
125cc, 350cc and 500cc events but 
Suzuki ace Anscheidt grabbed 50cc 
victory. Expected-to-win Yamaha took 
third in both the 125cc and 250cc.

125cc Class: The race was between 
Honda, Yamaha, and Suzuki, all Japanese 
makers. The teamwork of veterans Taveri 
and Bryans really worked in this race. 
They took one and two respectively, 
with Taveri’s speed 97.5 mph. In this 
race the new Kawasaki 125cc was really 
something in the second group. 


250cc Class: This was a dead-heat 
race between Hailwood and Redman, 
both on Hondas, from beginning to end. 
But finally Hailwood won by 0.3 seconds 
over Redman. The top lap was Redman’s

Final terms have been reached and the package is set for another purse- 
paying Class C AMA road race at Carlsbad Raceway for Sunday, June 19th. 
This time around the purse will be 40% of the total gate against a $600 guar- 
antee. This will be the second, and perhaps the final, money race at Carlsbad 


before the national in September. 

The first money race, held last 
month, proved to be a good ground- 
breaker for professional road racing in 
the area. Top riders, close racing and a 
good crowd all helped to launch this 
type of racing in Southern California.

19th. 

Suzuki is rapidly catching up lost 
ground due to a late entry into the road 
racing game. Dick Hammer pulled a 
second place at a recent Texas road 
race and was up in the Seattle area last 
week running in another pavement event. 
Suzuki has also imported another 
Japanese racing rider from their Grand 
Prix team who will be ready to try AMA 
racing for the first time next Sunday. 
Once again the entire morning of the 19th 
will be devoted to practice for all 
classes with racing starting at 1:30 p.m. 

The last time out found five novice 
riders trying road racing for the first 
time and really putting on a show. The 
many dirt track and TT novice riders 
from Ascot and other circles are especi- 
ally invited down to Carlsbad to try 
their hand at this type of racing. Novice 
riders such as Pruett, Broiles, Fulton, 
Pierce and Deehan are already well on 
their wayto making a mark in road races. 


Vallejo Opener 

J.C. Agajanian got short tracking off 
the ground up at Vallejo last Friday 
night. A total of 72 riders were on hand 
for the first event that proved to be a 
winner. The races will now run every 
Friday night from now on through the 
summer months. 

Chris Draayer tried to make it back 
last week for the Ascot twin bill but the 
truck broke down out in the middle of 
nowhere so Chris didn’t race at all. 


Novice Fiasco 


Everytime we get to thinking that 
one particular novice class is really 
shaping up, the roof falls in. The novice 
main event last Friday at Ascot looked 
just that. 

There are always a few riders who 
forget there is always next week. For 
tunately, none were really seriously 
injured. The final took on all appear-

Two riders to watch, both experts, 
are Elliott Schultz and Gene Romero.
